to be destroyed 


Wilmington High School Prin- 
cipal George Eisenberg has an- 
nounced plans to destroy the tem- 
porary records of students out of 
school for more than five years. 
He has offered former students the 
opportunity to see their records 
before they are destroyed. 

The program was initiated to 
comply with the Massachusetts 
Department of Education's 
regulations regarding student 
records. The regulations were set 
up in accordance with the Buckley 
Amendment to the U.S. Senate 
Education Bill of 1974. That 
amendment grants a student 
access to his own records and 
restricts third party access to 
those records. rf 

Eisenberg said that the records 
to be destroyed consist of all infor- 
mation other than a student's ac- 
tual transcript. The material 
destroyed will include scores from 
standardizes tests, comments 
from teachers and guidance 
counsellors, and even a student's. 
rank in the class. Only the record 
of the marks attained will be sav- 
ed. 

Eisenberg said that the work of

is being done largely by a CETA 
employee. He said that the 
elimination of many records would 
result in a considerable saving of 
space. He estimated the filing 
cabinet space being freed to have a 
value of a thousand dollars.

No records, though, can be given 
to anyone but the person whose 
name is on the record. Even a 
parent would need written permis- 
sion of the student to gain access 
to the records.

The ultimate decision, the Plan- 
ning Board was told by Walter 
Gustafson, one of those present, 
would by the Commissioner of the 
(state) Department of Public 
Works. The decision will be about 
nine months from now. \ 

Two of the proposals got a lot of 
discussion from the Planning 
Board. 

The one to widen Lowell and 
Main Streets has, as part of the 
proposal the building of a 
‘‘vjaduct’’ through what is now 
Wilmington Square. The viaduct 
would start on the westerly side of 
the Wildcat Railroad, and go 
through to some point easterly of 
the present Wilmington Square. 
There would be room for the park- 
ing of cars, under the viaduct, the 
planning board members were 
told, during one part of this discus- 
sion. In another part they were 
told that the Burlington Avenue 
traffic is quite heavy, averaging 
2100 cars an hour, during peak 


rs. 
Prrattic, if such a viaduct was put 
in, would be at ‘‘Level C”’ the Plan- 
ning Board was told - which means 
being controlled by traffic lights, 
with sometimes a delay during 
peak hours. The traffic lights 
would be ‘‘progressive,"’ meaning 
that traffic would follow as the 
lights turned green, in succession. 

One of the plans that had been 
discarded would have crossed to 
the west of Wilmington Squere, 
and gone by a big ‘‘loop"’ to a point 
where it would cross Woburn 
Street at Eames Street, and then 
continue on to an even bigger 
cloverleaf at Route 93. The Casa 
di Fior would certainly have to be 
moved, if such a route were 
chosen. 

The planning members and Mr. 
Gillis noted that in a large part of 
this proposal there was a duplica- 
tion of the proposal made several 
vears ago by Christian Bachman, 
and called at that time the 
‘‘Backman Highway."’ Mr. 
Bachman is now the chairman of 
the Wilmington Finance Com-

inoculated Sunday, in the

Bachman's proposal was to build 
a highway that would skirt the 
northerly edge of the southern in- 
dustrial zone. So did the proposal 
that had been made and discarded 
by the engineers. 

Another proposal that was dis- 
cussed was the idea of making One 
Way roads, of Main Street, and the 
new Route 129. One road would be 
for traffic going northerly and 
westerly, and the other being for 
Hatt: going southerly and easter- 
ly. 
Walter Gustafson was one who 
spoke up against such 4h idea. 

After several hours of discussion 
the Planning Board, on motion of 
Arthur Harding, voted unanimous- 
ly to endorse the proposals for 
further study of just four routes, 
No. 1, No. 8, No. 10, and No. 15.

The ultimate decision on the 
route to be taken by Alternate 
Highway 129, decided by 
Wilmington years ago, will not be 
decided by the state until about 
nine months from now. 

The state planning committee is 
now in “Task One,"’ to study as 
many proposals as anyone can 
make. ‘Task One’’ will end in 
about six weeks, and then go into 
Task Two. 

Task Two is to study the four 
routes recommended by Task One, 
and in more detail. The engineer- 
ing and environmental im- 
plications would be developed on a 
“fine scale."" The task will take 
six months. 

A tentative date for a public dis- 
cussion of Task One has been set 
for October 29 in the public 
library. 

The final ‘‘public discussion” 
will be in about nine months, when 
Task Three is drawing to a close.

Wildcats grind- up Lawrence 


The Wilmington High School 
football team overcame a mistake 
- filled first half - thanks toa stingy 
defense and a Lawrence clipping 
penalty, to win their second 
straight game handily 14-0. The 
contest postponed Saturday due to 
poor field conditions, was played 
on a beautiful Sunday afternoon at 
Lawrence. 

Coach Fred Bellissimo’s outfit is 
now 1 - 0 in MVC play while the 
Lancer record fell to 0 - 2 in con- 
ference battles. Lawrence has yet 
to score a touchdown in MVC ac- 
tion. 

Coach John Kelleher's team was 
blanked by Austin Prep 16;- 0 in the 
MVC opener. 

The Lancers looked to be getting 
the jump on the Wildcats in the 
opening period as on Wilmington’s 
first offensive series quarterback 
Jim Stewart was sacked by the 
charge of Lancer Ron Gereau, for- 
cing a punting situation. On the 
first play following Stewart's punt, 
Lawrence's mini-back Mike 
Delaney burst over the left side at 
his own 17 and streaked in for what 
appeared to be an 83 yard 
touchdown run and a Lancer lead. 

To the amazement of the 
Lawrence coaching staff on of 
their linemen attempted to com- 
plete a needless block as Delaney 
pulled away from the pack. The 
block was ruled a clip - an obvious 
call ~ and it brought the leatper 
back to the Wilmington 40. 

Lawrence managed to move 
down to the 36 on runs by Tom 
Hambleton and Tony Grillo 
sandwiched around a batted away 
pass by Wildcats’ Rick Aprile and 
Larry Peabody. The foolish clip. 
seemed to disrupt the Lancer 
offensive movement while giving 
Wilmington's defense a chance to 
settle down. 


October 4 preview 


Wilmington mounted a late first 
quarter rush that was to end with a 
mistake in period two. Starting 
from their’ own 27 the Wildcats 
began moving steadily on the 
ground by the head-down 
charges of fullback Jack Moran. 
Halfback Bob Sferrazza picked up 
a key first down on an inside han- 
doff and Stewart connected via the 
air with Larry Peabody as the 
flanker made a nice catch. 

Wilmington kept moving as the 
front wall of Ray Gayd, and the 
Rounds boys Chris and Dave, were 
controlling the Lancer defense. 
But after Stewart and Moran runs 
brought the ball to the Lawrence 13 
Sferrazza had the pigskin roll off 
his thigh on an inside handoff and 
little Delaney on it to kill 
the drive at his team’s 12 yard line. 

The Lancers seemed content just 
to kill the Wildcat momentum and 
didn’t move on offense after the 
fumble recovery. 


Wilmington got the ball back 
quickly and had good field position 
at the Lancer 42 but it was a case 
of *‘you take it - I don’t want it" as 
Stewart was intercepted by 
linebacker Steve Clifton in front of 
the Wildcat bench. A third and 32 
situation on the ensuing Lancer 
series forced a third down quick by 
Delaney. The strategy worked as 
the ball rolled all the way down to 
Wilmington’s six yard line. 

Moran brought Wilmington out 
of the hole temporarily with a 
ramble to his 25 but halfback 
Sferrazza fumbled a pitch from 
Stewart as Lancer Mike Regan 
recovered on the Wildcat 25. The 
offensively inept Lancers once 
again couldn't cash in on the mis- 
take as a Delaney option failed and 
a screen was smelled out nicely by 
Dave Rounds at the 37 yard line. 
So instead of moving forward on 


this series Lawrence was moving 
progressively backwards. 

Wilmington ended the first half 
with a desperation Stewart bomb 
being picked off by Tony Grillo 

in Lancer territory. 

The Wilmington ball-control 
pounding would finally pay off 
half-way through the third quarter 

Moran was running through gap- 
ing holes in the Lawrence defense 
as his team survived a pair of 
penalties to march from their 35 
yard line to the opposition’s 34. 
Stewart then unleashed a pass that 
found Mike Mazzola in the end- 
zone. Mazzola took in the aerial 
between two Lawrence defenders 
at the 5:30 mark of the period. 
Ricky Aprile booted the extra 
point and the 7 - 0 advantage loom- 
ed large against the mistake-prone 
Lawrence Lancers. 

Aprile then came back to in- 
tercept a Hambleton pass at the 
Lancer 29 on the second play after 
the Mazzola score. The Wildcats 
proceeded to march in on four 
plays including a 22 yard scamper 
by Mark Esposito that set the 
touchdown up at the seven yard 
line 

a Moran bull-run and a Stewart 
dive set up a Stewart sneak for the 
touchdown. The Lancers ran well 
at the close of the period as Tony 
Grillo finally found some room to 
roam. 

A bad pitch early in the final 
quarter killed any chance of a 
Lawrence comeback. 


Grillo bobbled the ball at the 
Wilmington 49 and big tackle Gary 
McDonald ‘recovered for WHS. 
Lawrence mounted another drive 
that ate up precious time before 
quarterback Hambleton fumbled 
the ball and any Lancer chances

The problem of what to do with 
the area through which a new By- 
Pass might go. for Route 129 has 
been bothering the Wilmington 
Planning Board in general, and 
member Lou Maglio in particular 
for the past several weeks.

Dear Larz: 

{ have read. with interest, your 
account in today’s_Town Crier of 
the air brakes. and the visit of 
George Westinghouse to 
Wilmington about one hundred 
years ago. 

It is not the first time I have 
come across that story. It was told 
to me fifty vears ago. when I was a 
six or seven year old boy. by Mr. 
Blaisdell. He was mowing grass, 
and he let me ride on his wagon. 
This Mr. Blaisdell was Charlie 
Blaisdell’s father. . 

But Mr. Blaisdell did not refer to 
the place which is now the Legion 
Hall as the place where the little 
railroad was. He said it was in a 
building which was down on 
Adams Street. near the brook, the 
one which was the home of the 
Carrasco family about twenty
